The  Inventory  is 
meant  to  serve  as  a “one-stop”  information  source  for  community  groups,  members  of  the  public,  city 
agencies,  and  private  businesses.  The  document  is  designed  to  in  such  a way  as  to  facilitate 
comparisons  over  time,  and  eventually  will  provide  an  unprecedented  time  series  of  economic  data  for 
the  city.  It  also  provides  the  background  and  framework  for  research  and  data  gathering  that  will  lead 
to  the  update  of  the  Commerce  and  Industry  Element  of  the  San  Francisco  General  Plan. 

Commerce  and  Industry  Issue  Paper  No.  1 - An  Overview  of  the  San  Francisco  Economy 

This  issue  paper  is  the  first  in  a series  of  papers  that  are  meant  to  help  Department  staff  and  others 
to  formulate,  discuss,  and  analyze  the  critical  economic  and  quality  of  life  issues  in  the  city. 

Whereas  the  Inventory  provides  the  raw  data  for  looking  at  the  city’s  economy,  the  issue  papers  begin 
the  process  of  analysis,  refinement  and  ultimate  crystallization  of  the  primary  economic  challenges 
facing  San  Francisco  today  and  in  the  future.  The  conclusions  from  these  papers  will  form  much  of  the 
basis  for  the  policies  that  will  be  set  forth  in  the  updated  Commerce  and  Industry  Element  of  the 
General  Plan.

The  Housing  Element  Final  Draft  for  Public  Review  was  released  on  February  10,  2003 
and  will  be  submitted  for  adoption  by  the  Planning  Commission  and  approval  by  the  Board 
of  Supervisors.  This  final  draft  reflects  public  comment  and  feedback  received  after  the 
Draft  Housing  Element  was  first  made  public  in  August  2002. 

Community  input  and  support  will  be  essential  as  we  revise  the  Housing  Element.  Public 
hearings  before  the  City  Planning  Commission  and  the  Board  of  Supervisors  will  be 
scheduled  in  March  and  April  2003.  The  City's  citizens,  public  officials  and  others  interested 
in  San  Francisco's  housing  issues  are  encouraged  to  express  their  concerns  at  these  hearings. 

The  Housing  Element  is  made  up  of  two  parts: 

I.  Data  and  Needs  Analysis.  This  part  includes  information  about  San  Francisco's 
population  and  housing  stock,  and  a discussion  of  the  City's  housing  needs  through 
2006. 

II.  Objectives,  Policies  and  Implementation  Program.  This  is  a draft  set  of 
housing-related  Objectives  and  Policies  open  for  discussion.  These  will  evolve  into  the 
Objectives  and  Policies  that  the  Planning  Commission  adopts  as  part  of  the  General 
Plan.  This  section  also  lists  an  inventory  of  programs  that  the  City  carries  out  or  can 
undertake  to  address  the  housing  issues  discussed  in  the  Data  and  Needs  Analysis,  and 
the  Objectives  and  Policies.

PRESERVATION  ELEMENT  IMPLEMENTATION  DOCUMENT 


The  Planning  Department  is  re-commencing  work  on  a Preservation  Element  for  the  City’s 
General  Plan.  This  work  is  included  in  the  Department’s  2004  - 2005  Work  Program,  with  the 
goal  of  adopting  a Preservation  Element  by  June  2005. 

Work  on  a Preservation  Element  has  been  ongoing  for  several  years,  but  has  never  been 
completed  as  a result  of  changing  priorities,  staff  changes  and  resource  shortages.  Members  of 
the  preservation  community  and  staff  members  believe  the  Preservation  Element's  adoption  will 
serve  as  an  important  tool  for  guiding  future  development  in  the  City. 

The  City’s  Certified  Local  Government  (CLG)  agreement  with  the  California  Office  of  Historic 
Preservation  encourages  the  City  to  adopt  a Preservation  Element.  As  well,  the  new  State 
Historic  Preservation  Officer  has  made  it  a priority  that  each  CLG  adopt  a Preservation  Element. 
The  adoption  of  a Preservation  Element  is  also  required  in  order  to  apply  for  and  receive  CLG 
grants  (though  the  OHP  has  graciously  accepted  instead  the  City’s  Draft  Preservation  Element 
during  the  last  five  years,  awarding  the  City  five  CLG  Grants  totaling  $90,000  to  fund  the 
Department’s  Citywide  Survey  of  Cultural  Resources.) 

The  Draft  Preservation  Element,  dated  June  6,  2000  was  reviewed  by  the  Landmarks 
Preservation  Advisory  Board  on  June  21 , 2000,  discussed  at  two  community  workshops,  and 
reviewed  again  at  the  Board  on  October  2,  2000.  Comments  were  received  at  the  public 
hearings,  at  the  community  workshops,  and  by  mail.  The  Department  prepared  a Draft 
Implementation  Document,  dated  June  13,  2001 , detailing  how  the  Draft  Element’s  policies  can 
be  carried  out. 

Both  the  Draft  Preservation  Element  and  Implementation  Document  are  now  being  updated  and 
revised  to  address  the  comments  received  to  date.  Our  goal  is  to  have  these  two  revised 
documents  ready  to  distribute  by  mid-September,  by  e-mail,  on  the  internet,  or  in  hard  copy.  If 
you  would  like  to  receive  a copy  or  would  like  to  be  informed  about  the  next  steps  in  the 
adoption  process  please  send  your  name,  address,  and/or  e-mail  address  to  the  Andrea  Green 
at  andrea.areen@sfaov.ora.

Historic  Resource  Evaluation  Request 

PROPOSED  PROJECT 

The  proposed  project  is  to  construct  a rear  horizontal  addition  to  a three-story-over-basement  single- 
family house  and  remodel  the  interior  of  the  house.  The  addition  would  add  approximately  2,000 
square  feet  to  the  existing  4,000  square-foot  house.  Additionally,  an  existing  non-original  front  garage 
addition  would  be  removed  and  a new  garage  entrance  constructed  within  the  building  envelope  of  the 
original  portion  of  the  house.  No  character-defining  architectural  elements  or  significant  historical 
material  would  be  removed  or  adversely  impacted  on  the  exterior  of  the  property.  The  rear  portion  of 
the  property  has  been  modified  several  times  over  the  years  and  does  not  appear  to  retain  any 
significant  character-defining  architectural  features.  With  the  exception  of  the  removal  of  the  non- 
original garage  feature,  and  a small  partial  in-fill  in  the  east  side  recess  for  a new  stairway  to  the  third 
floor,  the  appearance  of  the  house  as  viewed  from  the  public  right-of-way  will  remain  virtually 
unchanged. 


BACKGROUND/CEQA  CONSIDERATIONS 

The  evaluation  of  properties  for  potential  impacts  to  “historical  resources”  under  the  California 
Environmental  Quality  Act  (CEQA)  is  a two-step  process;  the  first  step  is  to  determine  whether  the 
property  is  a “historical  resource”  as  defined  in  Section  15064.5(a)(3)  or  CEQA,  and  if  it  is  a “historical 
resource”,  the  second  is  to  evaluate  whether  the  action  or  project  proposed  by  the  sponsor  would 
cause  a “substantial  adverse  change”  to  the  “historical  resource”.  The  responses  to  these  questions 
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will  have  a beat  ing  not  only  on  the  type  of  environmental  documentation  that  will  be  necessary  but  also 
how  the  property  will  be  analyzed. 

The  first  step  for  an  environmental  evaluation  is  to  determine  whether  the  potential  property  fits  the 
definition  of  a “historic  resource”  as  defined  in  the  CEQA  Statutes  and  Guidelines.  To  answer  the  first 
step,  the  Planning  Department  in  its  document  entitled  CEQA  Review  Procedures  for  Historical 
Resources  defines  three  categories  for  classifying  properties  based  on  their  evaluation  and  inclusion  in 
specified  registers  or  surveys. 

The  subject  building  is  listed  in  the  Junior  League’s  1968  survey  book,  Here  Today.  Which  was  formally 
adopted  by  the  San  Francisco  Board  of  Supervisors  as  an  official  survey  of  historical  resources  in  San 
Francisco,  and  therefore  the  property  falls  into  the  “A.2”  sub-category  of  the  Planning  Department’s 
CEQA  Review  Procedures  for  Historic  Resources  document.  This  sub-category  A.2  contains 
properties  that  are  on  official  surveys  of  historical  resources  approved  or  adopted  by  a locally  elected 
governing  body,  but  are  not  officially  listed  or  determined  to  be  eligible  for  listing  on  the  California 
Register  of  Historic  Places.  Properties  in  sub-category  A.2  are  presumed  to  be  historical  resources  for 
purposes  of  CEQA. 


EVALUATION/ANALYSIS/DETERMINATION 

The  proposed  project  will  not  destroy  any  character-defining  historic  exterior  fabric  on  the  subject 
building’s  exterior,  and  all  alterations  are  designed  to  be  compatible  with  the  architectural  character  of 
the  building,  thereby  meeting  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior’s  Standards  for  Rehabilitation  of  Historic 
Structures.  As  such,  neither  would  any  of  the  proposed  exterior  alterations  have  any  adverse  impacts 
on  any  surrounding  resources. 

The  proposed  project  will  not  have  a significant  adverse  impact  on  any  historic  resources  as  defined 
under  the  California  Environmental  Quality  Act  (CEQA).

As  part  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco’s  ongoing  Market  and  Octavia  Area  Plan 
process,  the  Planning  Department  is  hosting  a public  meeting  at  the  San  Francisco  Lesbian  Gay 
Bisexual  Transgender  (LGBT)  Community  Center’s  Rainbow  Room  on  Tuesday,  August  from  6:30 
pm  until  8:30  pm  to  share  their  plans  for  conducting  a historic  resource  survey  of  the  neighborhoods 
comprising  the  Market  Octavia  Planning  Area. 

The  survey  of  the  Market  and  Octavia  Planning  Area  encompasses  more  than  2,500  buildings, 
and  will  inform  decision  makers  and  stakeholders  regarding  important  historic  resources  in  the  Plan 
area.  The  Planning  Department  intends  to  accommodate  the  results  of  this  survey  in  the  final  Market 
and  Octavia  Area  Plan’s  policies.  Because  of  the  large  size  of  the  survey  area,  the  project  will  use 
Geographic  Information  System  (GIS)  technology  to  assist  in  the  task.  ‘The  success  of  the  Market  & 
Octavia  Area  Plan  Survey  is  going  to  be  the  benchmark  by  which  the  Department’s  future  preservation 
efforts  are  measured,  and  the  inventory  will  be  reviewed  by  everyone  - from  residents  to  the  decision 
makers  in  City  Government,  including  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  and  our  preservation  community 
stakeholders,”  predicted  Neil  Hart,  Chief  of  Neighborhood  Planning  at  the  City’s  Planning  Department. 

During  the  meeting,  the  Planning  Department  and  their  consultant  team  of  Page  & Turnbull,  3D 
Visions,  and  Workplace  History  Organization,  will  discuss  the  historic  resource  survey  process  and 
demonstrate  the  GIS  technology  they  will  use  to  document  historic  buildings  in  the  Plan  area.  The 
consultant  team  will  also  solicit  volunteers  to  assist  in  conducting  library  and  archival  research  on 
I neighborhood  buildings. 

The  San  Francisco  LGBT  Community  Center  is  located  conveniently  near  the  following
